WASHINOTON, D . C . , J a n . 
2 1 . — T h e 
cold wave that has swept the country 
from the Rockies to the Atlantic sea- 
board, has had one beneficial effect at 
least. 
It has driven the malaria from 
the average congressman, and supplant- 
ed'it with a longing for work. 
Wash- 
ington malaria, be it known, rescued 
from materia medica, and put it in un- 
adulterated English, is nothmg more or 
less than laziness. 
An infectous dis- 
ease having its origin and red tape and 
large salaries, generating in the depart- 
ments and spreading all over the city. 
The McC's returning from Christmas 
holidays and pure ozone at their homes 
to the capital, have been hustled about 
and had their noses and ears pinched by 
the nipping Jack Frost, until they are 
in good form for work. 
The result is 
seen in the lengthy sittings of the house, 
and the earnest manner in which im- 
portant measures are being crowded to 
the fore. The number of bills intro- 
duced on the first and second bill days 
is within 200 of being half as many as 
were presented during both sessions of 
the forty-eighth congress. 
Of course 
not more than one in twenty will ever 
get beyond the committees to which 
they were referred, and not one in 100 
will ever reach the preeident. 
This 
proportion may be even still further re- 
duced, should the tariff and silver ques- 
tions receive the attention they bid fair 
to from this perspective. 
In this con- 
nection it may be stated that in nothing 
about the government machinery is there 
so much need of improvement as in the 
matter of the presentation of bills. 
Take 
for instance the measures introduced by 
member, 
who 
obtained 
from 
the 
file 
room 
copies of all the 
bills 
he 
introduced 
in 
the 48th congress. He presented 
at the present session where they 
ordered printed and referred to the prop- 
er committee, the honorable gentleman 
being 
unaware that nearly half his 
measures were passed by the last con- 
gress 
and signed by the president. 
Some of the bills were introduced by 
three, four and up to ten different mem- 
bers. 
Thus, there are six bills, identical 
in everything but the file ntimber, for 
the relief of Geo. K. Otis, and ten for 
the construction of a railroad and tele- 
graph line from the Missouri river to the 
Pacific ocean. 
Duplicates and tripli- 
cates are too numerous to attract atten- 
tion. 


The past week has been taken up in 
organizing committees. The usual dis- 
satisfaction following the announcement 
of the committees has died out now that 
members have foimd their places and 
buckled down to work.. 


To a close observer there are several 
peculiar outcroppings to be seen in this 
Curtin-Belmont fight and in the make 
up of the committees in general The 
most 
prominent one is Carlisle for 
president in 1888, "From the ways imd 
means committee down to that on enroll- 
ment bills, yon see stamped in raised 
letters, 'Carlisle for president' " said a 
lounging member to me the other day 
in the House restaurant, ••and d 
n 


it he's going to get there, too," he added 
after unloading a schooner of Milwaukee. 
"You see," he said, "the west and south 
are combining on every national issue. 
Heretofore New York 
controlled the

cared fer by the speaker, but Pennsyl- 
vania, Maryland and New Jersey, which 
are supposed to be Randall states, have 
one chairmanship for the three states. 
The south does not get too much, but 
'the west gets tbe cream. Missouri, Texas 
and Indiana head the list with four chair- 
manships each; Ohio, Lientucky and II 
linois come next with three each. 
The 
republican states of Michigan, Iowa and 
Wisconsin have one each. 
Indiana with 
nine democratic members, fares well 
tmdeK Speaker Carlisle. 
Cobb and Mat- 
son get one each and Liowry two chair 
manships, while the other members are 
well taken care of on good committees. 
For almost a generation the Fort Wayne 
district has been kept in the back ground 
by unappreciative speakers, who invari- 
ably placed its representatives at the tail 
end of unimportant committees. 
Only 
once was a chairmanship allotted to 
representative of the district—the com- 
mittee on enrolled bills, to which no bills 
are ever referred. 
This has not been 
so much the fault of the speakers as the 
custom of sending to congress a new man 
every four years. A new man, no mat 
ter as to his ability, is not placed on an 
important committee, and there is 
unwritten law which bars him from be 
ing appointed to a chairmanship. 
It 
true that Judge Lowry was placed on an 
important committee during his first 
term but it was due to the speaker 
great friendship for the judge. Mr. 
Lowry's untiring energy in committees 
and active participation on the floor in 
the last congress made for himself a rep 
utation which reflects great credit upon 
the district he represents and won to 
him the admiration of the speaker and 


IS 


the leaders of the party and the respect 
of the administration. 
To-day he is the 
only member of the house who enjoys 
the distinction of being chairman of two 
committees. Besides he is second on the 
committee of the highest privileges, the 
committee on elections. 
It can be said 
that few men have made such progress 
in the house in so short a time. 


The last congress created a committee 
to inquire into the operations of the 
scientific bureatis of tbe government 
with the view of reorganizing them. To 
this committee Judge Lowry was ap- 
pointed chairman, with power to sit dur- 
ing vacation and send for persons and 
papers. 
Last summer the committee 
spent two months in a thorough examin- 
ation of these bureaus, and since the 
meeting of the present congress the com 
mittee has been in session three hours 
every day examining the afiTairs of the 
bureaus and taking the testimony of the 
scientific men of the country. 
It is be- 
lieved the committee will soon report a 
bill to the house providing for the con- 
solidation of all these bureaus under one 
head, to be known as the "Scientific 
bureau." 
This will probably save one 
million "dollars annually to the govern- 
ment. It is understood that the pres- 
ident favors this plan. 
The services 
performed by these bureaus are the most 
expensive under the government. 
Some 
of them are almost useless and hold the 
same relation to good government that 
music and dancing do to a young lady's 
education—very captivating accomplish- 
ments.

heleive 
that, 
they have no right to let 
laziness or self-indulgence, the morning 
paper, a favorite book, a drive, a najj, 
or a poor 
minister 
even, 
keep them 
away from chujch. 


Note the following twelve suggestions 
on the general subject: 


1. Religion is a permanent 
part of 
human nature, and is not 
likely to b e 
ont-grown. 


2. History proves that it is, for either 
good or evil, one of the mightiest of hu- 
man forces. 
Like steam 
in a ship, it 
will urge on towards port or drive on 
the rocks, accordizig as wisdom or folly 
is at the helm. 


3. Those who thiak they hold intelli- 
gent views and right theories

ones, above all others, 
who ought to b e jjiesent and help 
guide.

7. If, then, you believe in your min- 
ister, go and help him in t h e common 
work. If you do not believe in him, 
get acfother minister, or. go to another 
church« 


0. IX yon regard the wisn lor aaexerm 
nap on Sunday morning, or t h e fact 
that 
i^ere 
are clouds in the sky, as a 
sufficient reason for excusing 
yourself 
from the common work, extend t o the 
minister the same privilege. 
L e t there 
be equality of rights, as there is of 
duty. D o not put the minister to the 
trouble of preparing a sermoix for per- 
sons who are not present to hear it. 


9. If the sermon does not hit your 
case on any special day, remember that 
there are several himdreds of others 
present, having gone through different 
needs. 
There is only one dish that has 
everything in it at once—that is hash, 
and all people do not like hash. 


10. If you think the sermon preached 
to-day a poor 
one, 
think 
how 
much 
worse it might 
have been if you had 
preached it. 
Think, also, of a thousand 
other demands; what it means t o ad- 
dress the same audience constantly, and 
have 
something fresh and brilliant all 
the time. 


11. 
T h e church 
stands for man's 
ideal dream of a perfect condition of 
human 
society. 
I t keeps 
aJive t h e 
aspiration, 
t h e hope, and seeks t o 
realize them. 
Is there so much of this 
ideal in the world, and in yourself, that 
you can afford to neglect any agency 
that tends to increase it? 


12. The 
church 
stands for man's 
audacious, 
magnificent hope of over- 
leaping the gulf of death aud 
entering 
on an immortal career. If this ia- a lie, 
it is the moat magnificent lie that the 
htunau. SQ-UI ever listened to. If true, 
it has the pow^r to comfort, to maKe 
strong, to shield from temptation, to 
become tlie mainspring of noble li^'ing. 


If you can find an organization 
that 
stands, for some nobler 
things than 
these, join it and work Tvith it. Until 
you do, find out some noble ministers, 
aiul 
work -with him for these ends.—

spider may sjjin a web in some 
corner 
and she not be there to sweep it a-way. 
I have known women who might have 
a pretty good time in life, if they wc^re 
not so dreadfully particular. 
Just bear 
in mind that you owe as much duty to 
yourself, your husl)and and children, as 
you do to your house, and you -will be 
able to regulate matters so that 
each 
Arill have a fair ijortion of your 
time. 
Rid youi'self of the idea 
that

worth

cepting the broom and pail. 
Tidy 
up the hoTise and be ready 
when your 
other half comes home to sit down and 
talk to him, even although you have a 
dim 
suspicion 
that t h e stove 
needs 
blacking. 
L e t t h e children 
believe 
that their home was made 
for enjoy- 
ment, and do not look cross if they lit- 
ter up the house -with toys, or if your 
husband's pipe lies around in all odd 
corners. 
Teach them to be orderly and 
save yoTt as much work as possible, but 
do not set them the example of not 
using things for fear of soiling them.

WHITE 
GUNPOWDER. 


White gunpowder is commonly known 
as blasting powder. 
There are several 
ways of making it. 
\\Tiat is known as 
Melville & Gallon's blasting powder is 
made of chlorate of potassa, 2 parts; 
red sulphuret of arsenic,-1 part; reduce 
to a powder separately and mix together 
lightly, carefully avoiding the use of 
iron instruments, liercusaion, much fric- 
tion, the slightest contact \rith acids, or 
exposure to heat. 
Another 
blasting 
comi>ound, 
though of less explosive 
force than the above, is made of equal 
parts of chlorate of potassa and ferro- 
cyanide of potassium. 
Still another is 
made by taking one i)art each of yellow 
prussi^te of potash and of white sugar, 
and two parts of chlorate of potassa, 
poAvder each carefully, and mix Avell 
but very gently with a Avooden knife. 
These powders are not injured perma- 
nently by wetting, as they regain their 
explosive character when again dried. 
They have fully eight times the explo- 
sive force of ordinary charcoal gtmpoAV- 
der, but t h e extreme 
readiness with 
which they explode by rubbing, contact 
with acid, or a slight elevation of tem- 
perature, renders them altogether un- 
suited for the uses of ordinary gunpow- 
der. O n this account they should be 
prepared in very small quantities and 
handled in combining with the utmost

If 
yon 
wenld ktiow how lier presence would soothe an 
«n'xiety, or lift a bui'den, or cheer a sorrow, or 
^eave a l)lessing on every room in the 
house, 
•ask any of the Talmages. 
She had tarried at 
her early home, 
taking cai-e of an 
invalid 
father, until the bloom of 
life- had somewhat 
faded, but she could interest the young 
folks 
with some three or four t<'nder passages in her 
own history, so that we all knew that 
it was 
not through lack of ojiportnnity that she wa.-< 
not tlie queen of one household nistead of being 
a benechction on a whole circle of hoiischt)lds.

As much as Caroline Herschel, first amanuen- 
sie for her illustrious brotlier, and then his as-

Nightingale, the nurse of the Crimea; or (irace 
Darling, the horsewoman 
of the 
Longstone 
lighthouse; 
or Mary 
Lyon, the t(-aclier 
of 
Mount Holyoke Female Seminary: or Hannah 
More, the Ohri.stian authoress of England; or 
Dorothea Dix, the angel of mercy for the 
in- 
eane; or Anna Etheridge, among tlie wounded 
of Blackburn's ford: or Margaret Bri'ckinridge, 
at Vicksburg; or 
Maiy 
Slielton, fUstributing 
roses and gra]ies and cologne iti western lios- 
pitals; or thousands of otln-r glorious women 
Uke them, who never took the mai riage sa<!ra- 
ment. 
Appreciate all this, my 
Hist<!r, and 
it 
will make you deliljerate before you rush out 
of the single state into another, uiiless you are 
Bure of betterment.

proved edition of man. 
But whatever be the 
reason for i t the fact is certain that she who 
select« a husl»and has a smaller number of j)eo- 
Çle to select from than he wlio selects a wife. 


herefore a woman 
ought to b<' especially 
careful in her choice of lifi'tiuK' conijianion- 
ehip. 
She cannot atïord to make a mistake. 
If 
a m a n e r r in 
his 
neloction 
lie

Pray God that you lie delivered from irrevoca- 
ble mistake! 


Avoid affiance with a despiser of the tlhris- 
tian 
religion, whatc^ver else he may have or 
may not have. 
I do not say IK- must needs be 
a religious man, for Paul says the unbelieving 
husband is sancti-fied by the wife; ))nt marriage 
with a man who hates the Christian 
religion 
will insure you a life of wretchedness. 
He will 
caricature "your haliit of kneeling in prayer. 
He 
will speak depreciating!v of Christ ' He 
will wound all the most sacred feelings of your 
Boul. 
He will put your home under the anath- 
ema of the I^)ru G(id Almighty. 
In addition to 
the anguish with which he will fill your life, 
there is great danger that ho will despoil your 
hope of heaven, and make your marriage rela- 
tion an infinite and eternal disaster. 
If you 
have any such engagement, your first ducy is to 
break it. 
My word may come j u s t in time to 
save your soul. 


Further, do not unite in marriage wifia «mai^ 
of bad habits, in the idea of reformi.ig him 
»1 
now^ under the restraint of your present a o 
qnaintance, he will not give up his bad habite 
after he has won the prize you cannot expeci 
him to do ao. 
You might as well plant a violet 
in the face of a northeast storm with the idea 
of appeasing it 
You might as well run a 
schooner alongside of a burning ship with the 
idea of saving the ship. 
The consequence will 
be schooner and ship 
will be destroyed to- 
getlier.

vmeelbarrow to stop a Hudson Birer expreoa 
train. 
What you call an inebriate nowadays is 
not a victim to wine or whisky, . but to logwood 
and strychnine and n u i 
vomica. 
All these 
poisons naVB klli led their fires in his tongue 
undbi&lD, and all the tears of a %vife weeping 
cannot extinguish the flamesv Instead of mar- 
rjring a man to reform him, let him reform 
first, and then give him time to see whether the 
reform is to be permanent. 
Let him under- 
stand that if he cannot do without his bad hab- 
its for two yeàts he mUet do wthout yoU for- 
ever. 


Avoid union with one supremely selfish or so 
Wouu't u p in his occupation that he has n o 
room for another.

Bhillings." 
Tlien he nut what he had gained 
by the I.iOrd Mayor's death opjiosite to what he 
had lost, and wrote under it: 
"And am glad he 
is dead by 
los. 
6d."' 
When 
a man is as 
hopelessly literary as that, he ought to be a 
perpetuar celibate; his library, his laboratory, 
his books are all the companionship needed. 
In iced, some of tlie mightiest 
men this world 
ever 
saw have not patronized 
matrimony. 
Cowi)er, Pope, Newton, Swift, Locke. Walpole, 
Gibbon, Hume, Arbuthnot were single. 
¡Some 
of these marriage 
would 
have helped. 
The 
right kind of a wife •would have cured Cowper's 
gloom; and given to Newton more 
practicabil- 
ity, and been a relief to Locke's 
overtasked 
brain. 
A ('hristian wife might have converted 
Hume and Gibbon to belief in 
Christianity. 
But Dean Swift tlid not 
deserve a wife, f r o m 
the way in which he broke the heart of Jane 
Waring first, an I Esther Johnson afterward, 
and last of all "Vanes.-^a. " The great wit of his 
dav, he was-outwitted liy liis own cruelties. 


Amid so many possibiiities of fatal mistake, 
am I not right "in urging you to seek the uner- 
ring wisdom of God, and before you are infatr- 
uated':"

The two chains made out of many

"which the groom puts upon the third finger of 
the left hand.

But therci are so many excejitions to the gen- 
t-ral rule of natural aftiiiity that only those are 
-iab- who jiray for a lieavenly hand to 
lead 
them 
Because they depended on themselves 
;iud !ii>t on (iod there are thousands of women 
< V1TV year going to the 
slaugliter. 
In 
India 
woini-n 1< a]) on tlie funeral pyre of a dead hus- 
ban<l. 
We have a worse spectacle than that in 
Amerii'a—women innunuirable leaping on the 
funeral pyi-c of a living liusbaiid. 


Avoid ail jiroposed alliances tlirough 
news- 
l)a))er advei tisements. 
Many women, just for 
fiin, ha Vii answered such advertisements, 
and 
iiave been 
led on from step to step to catas- 
trophe intinite. 
.\11 the men who write 
sucli 
advertisements 
are 
villains and 
lepers—all, 
without a single exception. 
All! Allí Do you 
answer 
them 
just for fun? 
I will tell you a 
safer and healthier fun. 
Thrust 
your "hand 
through the cag«' at a menagerie aiicl stroke the 
back of a cobra 
from the East 
Indies. 
P u t 
your head in the month of a Numidian lion to 
see if he 
will bite. 
Take a glassful of paris 
jireen mixed with 
some delightful 
lienbane. 
These are safer and healthier 
f u n than 
an- 
swering newspaper advertisements for a wife. 


My advice is: 
Marry a man who is a f o r t u n e 
in liimsfll'. 
Houses, lands, an i large inherit- 
ance are wi-11 enough, but the wheel of fortune 
turns so rapidly that through some investment 
all these in a few years may be gone.

them to-niorrow. 
If a man is worth 
nothing 
but inoiKiv. ho is })oor inrh^ed. 
If a man havo 
upright clniracter, lie is rich. 
Propertj' 
m a y 
come and go; he is independent of the markets. 
Nothing can buy him out; nothing can sell him 
out. 
He niay 
have 
more

A cnrious controversy is the result of 
the venture by the Rosina 
Yokes 
Comedy Company in America. 
John 
Stetson, the manager under whom they 
are playing, has taken especial pains to 
announce that they have not done well 
financially, and that they will go back 
to England at once on the completion 
of their term in this city. 
On their side 
it is declared that his hostility is due to 
anger over a business complication, and 
that he aims to ruin their project of a 
Western trip on their own account. 
Rosina Yokes was the youngest and 
merriest of the Yokes Family, who 
played a great deal through the United 
States ten toi# fifteen years ago. She 
married Cecil Clay, a Londoner of 
some wealth and social position, and re- 
tired from the stage. 
Lately she joined 
in the London society rage for amatexir 
histrionics, and was the leader in a 
company that developed rather unusual 
talent for novices. 
They got the notion 
of an American tour as avowedly swell 
amateurs, and to that end made a con- 
tract with Stetson; but at the last mo- 
ment he made tip his mind that Anglo- 
mania was not extensive enough here to 
provide admiring audiences, and that 
ridicule was to be feared from the rest 
of the peoi>le.

"My Gawd! 
This is t'much!" turning 
half way roxmd, and falling with the 
palms of their hands flat on the floor/ 
In "Fedora" Bernhardt gasped, fell half 
way against a sofa, and tumbled head- 
long to the floor. The audience caught 
its breath, sprang to its feet, and 
shouted its applause. 
Something new 
had been accomplished on the stage. 


Mrs. Bernard-Beere, a woman of en- 
teri)rise, went over to Paris, saw Bern- 
hardt fall, returned to London, played 
"Fedora," fell OH the sofa at full length, 
and rolled over Avith her head toward 
the audience, and flopjied flat on her 
back on the floor, "Gad," said the En- 
glish audience the following morning, 
" 'Fedora' is a great play. 
You ought 
see Bemard-Beere fall. 
Ton my soul, 
it's great!" 


Fanny Davenport, a woman of avoir- 
dupois, 
went to Paris, 
returned to 
America via London, jdayed "Fedora" 
in America, fell across the sofa, rolled 
over, and made $60,000 the first year. 
All America talked of Davenport's 
fainting scene in "Fedora." 


Mrs. Langtry, a woman of beauty, 
fainted in "A Wife's Peril" by falling 
8ide\\i8e on a sofa, hanging there a mo- 
ment, and then falling on the stage.

Shoes. 


Everybody in the world was bare- 
footed. There were no new shoes in the 
stores, no old ones in the attics. 
There 
was none at 9.II in the whole wide world, 
and probably no stores or attics either. 
In those good old times, when all feet 
were bare, a man could step on his 
neighber's toe without 
bringing on 
spasms of agony, for bunions were un- 
known. 
"Stubl)ed toes" were common, 
but on laud nor sea not a single com 
existed. 


Finally, somebody—whether man or 
woman nobody knows—made a pair of 
shoes. Not of calf-skin, with high heels, 
foxed toes and polished upj)ers; but flat, 
rotigh "foot-mats" of woven 
reeds. 
These, when tied on with leather thongs, 
kept the feet from the burning sands. 


More and more people wore these 
queer "foot-mats," till there were him- 
dreds, and thousands, and hundreds of 
thousands of pairs in use. 
For every- 
day use they were light and strong. 
Some were gayly colored, and bound 
with fancy thongs, and those of the 
soldiers were iron bound, with strong 
nails in the heels, and often whole soles 
of copper. 
In the days when all shoes 
were new, and before the people had 
begun to pinch their feet, they were 
used for queer purposes. If a man 
purchased a piece of land he tlirew a 
shoe over it as a sign of ownershij); if 
he entered a house he removed his shoes 
as a sign of res})ect. 


There is an old story of a shoemaker 
of Rome, long y(>ars ago, who thought 
he must become a preacher. 
Taking 
his son ho started out to tell the heathen 
of France ami Britain about Christ, 
They were very })oor, so they paid their 
way by making shoes. 
Very nice ones 
they made, and fouiid j)lenty of custom. 
For a long time they followed these two 
trades, till at last, in savage Britain, 
they were martyred. 
And to this day 
the twenty-iifth of October, the day 
upon which Crisi>in was killed, is called 
St. Ci-ispin's day, and every shoemaker 
in the world is called a son of St.Crisjun. 


For hundreds and thousands of years 
people had been wearing shoes of all 
kinds, of leather, 
wood, and reeds; 
brass-bound, 
iron-bound, gold-bound; 
with wide, blunt toes, 
^ ith narrow, 
pointed toes a foot long; but the right 
shoe and the left shoe of each foot were 
exactly the same in shape. 
About the 
year 1800 a man invented "rights and 
lefts," which was a stqi in the right 
direction. 
Eighteen years later a man 
named Joseph Walker invented the shoe 
peg. 
Before this, all the shoes had 
been sewed by hand, a long, slow pro- 
cess; but now they were pegged. So 
popular did shoe-pegs become that thirty 
great manufactories were devoted to 
making them in Massachusetts alone; 
and so many were made that some 
speculators bought up many bushels, 
and tried to sell theiji for oats. 


Inventors now began to construdt all 
kinds of curious machines for making 
shoes. 
Great buildings were erected, 
machinery put in, and thousands of pairs 
turned out every day, millions every 
year. If one had sharp enough ears, 
and could listen, and hear the clatter of 
ihe millions of wooden shoes in China, 
Japan, France, and Holland, the softer 
thud of the leather shoes in our country, 
in England and other parts of Europe, 
the click of the sandals in the sleepy 
lands of the East, the s^vish of the snow- 
shoe over the Canada snow crust, or the 
ring of the fourteen-foot shoe of the 
Jemdtland winter hunter, what would 
these soimds tell V 
Wmild the footfalls 
say to the listener, "Tliesobusy feet are 
all bound on errands of mercy? 
Over 
the hill, through the valley, in steep 
and dangerous places, those shoes do 
not slip or falter, or tarry to do wrong ? 
They belong io earth's warriors, who 
are shod with the preparation of the 
Gospel 
of Peace?" 
Would 
this 
be 
the answer 
for them 
all ? 
Alas, no! In the broad way are many, 
many feet hurrying on to death. Clogged 
and heavy, weary with sin, they stumble 
on, blind, reckless, lost. 


Little shoes, strong, willing, eager to 
do right, beware the first step out of the 
narrow way. 
There are mountains to 
climb, deserts to cross, rivers to ford; 
but little shoes, little feet, if you listen

massive fat ones desiring to be made 
lean, eat not much meat, but drink 
enormously of tea " This is M. See's 
gof)d news, in a nutshell. That is the cry 
now to be heard in the Parisian wilder- 
ness of fat. Obese individuals may sitffer 
from shortness of breath from many 
causes, writes M. See, and infiltration of 
the muscles with fat is an important one. 
There are many ways of reducing the fat. 
The first is by diet; the second by 
moderating the imbibition of fluid; the 
third by muscular exercise; and there 
are also balneotherapy or bathing and 
treatment by medicaments. M. See 
does not approve of "banting," as it 
takes too long; and, further, he argues 
that proteids such as meats, eggs, etc.,are 
productive of fat. 
Ebstein has recently 
advocated "l>anting" combined 
with 
some fatty food; but our author does 
not fall in Avith this method. 
Stout

There are several 
ways of ranking it. 
AVhal is known as 


Melville & Gallon's blasting powder is 
made of chlorate of. potassa, 2 parts; 
red sulphuret of arsenic,-1 part; reduce 
to a powder separately and mix together 
lightly, carefully avoiding tho use of 
iron instruments, percussion, much fric- 
tion, tho slightest uoiitiict with acids, or 
exposure to heat. Another Untiling 
compound, though of less oxplosivo 
force than the above, is mado of equal 
parts of chlorate of potassa and ferro- 
cyumilo of pntjmnii.i. Still another is 
nifidft by taking ono part each of yellow 
prussiate of potash and of whitn sugar, 
and two parts of chlorate of potussu, 
powder each carefully, and mix well 
but very gontly with u wooden Icnifo. 
These powders are not injured perma- 
nently by wetting, as thoy regain their 
explosive character when again dried. 
They have fully night times tho explo- 
sive force of ordinary clwrcoal gunpow- 
der, but, tho extreme readiness with 
which thoy explode by rubbing, contiust 
wifb acid, or a slight elevation of tem- 
perature, renders them altogether un- 
suited for tho uses of ordinary gunpow- 
der. On this account thoy should bo 
prepared in very Hinnll quantities nnd 
handled in combining with tho utmost 
caution.—Inter Ocean.

They got the notion 
of an American tour' as avowedly swell 
amateurs, and to that end made a con- 
tract with Stetson;.but at the last mo- 
ment he made up his mind that. Anglo- 
mania was not extensive enough here to 
provide admiring, audiences,. and that 
ridicule was to.bo feared from the rest 
of tho people. He insisted that the 
company should not bo advertised as 
amateurs, although they were really un- 
professional, except as to Roaina and 
one low. comedian. 
They were to have 


appeared at the Fifth-avenue Theater, 
but tho prolonged run of "Tho Mikado" 
there led Stetson to put them into the 
Standard. This chango insured poor 
audiences, regardless of the merit of 
the entertainment, and tho receipts fell 
below his guaranty, while they were 
equally disgruntled, in playing to empty 
chairs.

The Story vf the Shoes. 


Everybody in tho -world was bare- 


'ooted. Them were no new shoes in the 
stores, no old ones in the attics. There 
was none at all in the wliolo wide world, 
and probably no stores or attics either. 
In those good old times, when all feet 
were bare, a mau could step on his 
neighbor's toe without 
bringing on 


spasms of agony, for bunions were un- 
uiown. "Stubbed toes" were common, 
aut on land nor eca not a single corn 
existed. 


Finally, somebody—wh ether man or 


'woman nobody knows—made a pair of 
moes. Not of calf-skin, with high heels, 
'oxed toes nnd polished uppers; but flat, 
rough " foot-mats" of woven 
rends. 


These, when tied on with leather thongs, 
tept the feet from the burning sands. 


More and more people wore these 


queer "foot-iuats," till there were hun- 
dreds, and thousands, and hundreds of 
thousands of pairs iu use. For every- 
day use they were light and strong. 
Some wore gftyly colored, and bound 
with fancy thongs, and those of tho 
soldiers were iron bound, with strong 
nails in the heels, and often whole soles 
of copper. 
Tn the days when all shoes 


were new, and before the people had 
begun to pinch their font, they were 
used for queer purposes. If a man 
purchased a piece of land he, threw a 
shoe, over it as a sign of ownership; if 
tie entered a house he removed his shoes 
as a sij^u of respect. 


There is an old story oC a shoemaker 


of Koine, long years ago, who thought 
he must become a preacher. 
Taking 


his son he started out to tell the heathen 
of Franco and Britain about Christ. 
They were very ppor, so they paid their 
way by making shoes. Very nice ones 
they made, and found plenty of custom. 
For a long time they followed these two 
trades, till at last, in savage Britain, 
they were martyred. And to this day 
the twenty-fifth of October, the day 
;pim which Crispin was lulled, is called 
St. Crispin's day, and every shoemaker 
in the world is called a son of St. Crispin. 


For hundreds and thousands of years 


people had been wearing shoes of all 
kinds, of leather, wood, and reeds; 
brass-bound, iron-bound, gold-bound; 
with wide, blunt toes, with narrow, 
pointed toes a foot long; but tho right 
shoe and tho left shoe of each foot were 
exactly tho same in shape. About tho 
year 1800 a man invented "rights and 
lefts," which was a step in the right 
direction. Eighteen years later a man 
named Joseph "Walker invented the shoe 
peg. Before this, all tho shoes had 
been sowed by hand, a long, slow pro- 
cess; but now they wore pegged. 
So 


popnlardid shoo-pegs become that thirty 
great manufactories were devoted to 
making them in Massachusetts aloiio; 
and so many were made that some 
speculators bought up many bushels, 
and tried to sell them for oats. 


' Inventors now began to construdt all 


kinds of curious machines for malun 
shoes. Groat buildings were erected, 
machinery put in, and thousands of pairs 
turned out every day, millions over} 
year. If one had sharp enough ears, 
and could listen, and hear the clatter o; 
ijhe millions of wooden shoes in China, 
Japan, Franco, and Holland, the softer 
thud of the leather shoes in our country, 
in England and other parts of Europe,
